State was elected to that high office by 
the largest majority ever given to any 
candidate, notwithstanding the fact that 
so able and pure a man as Charles J. 
Folger, Seorotary of the United States 
Treasury, was his opponent. 


Mr. Cleveland was born in the town 


of Essex, State of New Jersey, on the 
48th clay of March, 1837. 
He is a de- 


soendent of a New England family, 
•which haa been in this country two 
hundred years. The family is noted 
for its piety and religous zeal, having 
had for many generations distinguished 
representatives in the clerical profes- 
sion. 
Mr. Cleveland's great- grand- 


father, Aaron Cleveland, was a Congre- 
gational minister of Norwich, Connecti- 
cut. He was a strong man, mentally 
and physically, and a hundred years 
ago was the author of many radical 
anti-slavery papers. 
Richard Cleve- 


land, the father of the subject of this 
sketch, was educated for the ministry, 
and was of the Presbyterian faith. 
He 


married a Miss Neal, of Baltimore, soou 
settling as pastor of a church in New 
Jersey, where Grover was born.

Cleveland's 
edncationa 


facilities and opportunities were rather 
limited, consisting of a chance to attenc 
. the common schools and an academy 


at Clinton, Oneida oouuty, New York, 
for a brief period. After leaving the 
academy ha became clerk for a year a 
one of the eleemosynary institutions o 
New York city then he retnrued home 
determined to go West to seek his for 
tune, and in May, 1855, with a compau 
ion, started for Cleveland, Ohio. Mi- 
Cleveland says he was attracted to 
that city because it bad his name. On 
the way there he stopped at Buffalo, tr 
visit an uncle, Mr. Lewis F. Allen, whi 
used his best endeavors to dissuade hi 
nephew from going farther. To mab 
his arguments and entreaties 
effttctua 


he offered Grover 
a clerkship. A 


work was what young Cleveland desired 
he of course wanted to stay, but de 
clined to give posuivo answer until hi 
consulted his young friend whom L 
had promised to accompany to Ohio 
The young friend promptly acceded tc 
Mr. Cleveland's 
staying, saying he 


ought not to decline the proilered em 
ployment. 
Having determined upou 


the law as his profession, it was no 
long before he made arrangements t 
become a law student in the offloe o 
Rogers, Bowcn & .Rogers. In 1859, h 
was admitted to the liar, pussiug uios 
creditably a rigid examination. 
He 


continued with his preceptors 
four 


years, which gave him really eight 
years of thorough study and legal ex- 
perience. 
He was then appointed As- 


sistant District attorney for the county 
of Erie, by G. C. Torrauce, which po- 
'sition he filled for a period of three 
years. In 1865, he was nominated by 
the Democratic County Convention for 
District Attorney to succeed Mr. Tor- 
rauoe, but was defeated by Hon . Lyuitiu 
K. Bass. 
Mr. Cleveland formed a law copartner- 


ship with the late 1. V. Yauderpool, 
January 1, 1866, which was continued 
until 1869. 
He then became a member 


of the firm of Lauing, Cleveland & 
Folsom. 
In 
November, 1870, Mr. 


Cleveland was chosen Sheriff of Erie 
county; and at the close of that seivice 
became a member of the law firm of 
Bass, Cleveland & Bissau. This was 
the strongest aud brainiest law firm in 
Western New York, and at once com- 
manded a very lucrative practice. 
Ia 


1881 Mr. Cleveland was choseu Mayor 
of Buffalo, but before the expiration of 
his term was elected Governor of the 
Empire State. Mr. Cleveland is one of 
a family of nine children—four sons 
and five daughters. 
His widowed 


mother died at Holland Patent, New 
York, in the Summer of 1882. 
AU the 


children, except two sons burned at sea, 
are living. 
Governor Cleveland has a vigorous, 


robust constitution. 
He possesses a 


large frame, and inclines to corpulency; 
has a nervoiis, sanguine temperament, 
light complexion and thin brown hair. 
Ho is slightly bald, but is what the 
ladies call "a real good looking man," 
though none of them have yet captured 
him for a husband.

Adopted by the national Kcpubll- 


cna Convention at «jiuca£o. 


The Republicans of the United States, 


in national convention aasembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
xipon which they have triumphed in six 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment of BO many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
eat purposes of our citizens. The 
Bepublipan party has gnined its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform.

serious depression wmcu it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that Bach 
industry shall have full and adequate 
protection. "We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for revenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government suuh du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages ot 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his full share in the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade onr labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Kepublican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Republican 
party favors a policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right to expect that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. 
The policy which seeks 


peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


"We demand the restoration of onr 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and the 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enact 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, aod 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be.The people of the United States, ic 
their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 
- "We have always recommended the 
best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commerciu1. nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 
The regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one fur the protection of nil 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
of the eight-boar lav, and n wise and 
judioiouj system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We beliave that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and we favor the 


South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


people are dxie to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Ee- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of the application.
